Bix Ways In Which It May Be Vastly
Improved.

The best plan
fs to fix the floor In wuch & way that it
will accommodate the cows and give
them ample reom for lying down com
fortably. Haye the gutter about four
inches deep aud bullt water tight This
saves all the liquld manure, keeps the
cows clean and makes |t much easler
to care for the stalilos and the stock
Handling the Manure:

The sixth polut wlich cownes to wy
mind at this time is 4 improved weth
od In handling the wayure. Throwing
it out of the window s lnsanitary and
often Inconveulent. The manure plles
up sgainst the barn, lpjaring the palot
and at the same thoe wing much of
Its value os o fertilizer. The other
plan of shoveling it Into wheéelharrows
faod wheellng It out sod dumplog It o
the yard s l'ttle better.  Use some kind
of a carrier, an overhend one preferred,
and unload the manure right Into the
spreader. The earrier i always out of
the way, there are no unalghtly planks
mod trestles whiclh are
gse a4 wheelbarrow, the manure plie I8
pvolded, and nll the wanure s saved.-
